Peaches weigh 
12 ounce.", and other fruits in propor- 
tion. Trees grow from live to eight 
feet in diameter. One man built a 
room on a stump, where he lives ami 
cultivates his ranch. A man sells goods 
in a log, it having been excavated, 
with two windowa and doora. It ia 
not unuauail for a ahip to come to with 
100,000 pounds of flah. There are 
more beautiful parks than any city I 
have Seen.
